That  wc  may  have  peace  among  ourselves,  in  our  liomes,  in  the  com- 
nuinity,  and  between  all  nations  ot  the  plobe,  tliis  Hadieal  Pcaee  Move- 
ment sends  forth  a  cordial  and  universal  invitation  to  its  coming  Con- 
vention. 

As  there  was  peace  in  the  beginning, — as  the  prayers  and  preaching 
of  the  people  are  for  it, — as  Governments  are  established  to  secure  it, — as 
Christendom  professes  it  and  armies  fight  fur  it.  and  yet  "  there  is  no 
peace,"  it  must  be  that  there  are  obstacles  to  be  removed,  and  practical 
righleotisncss  to  be  adopted,  that  these  jirayers  and  professions  shall  be 
worth  something. 

There  is  a  common  hatred  of  injustice,  oppression,  slavery,  robbery, 
piracy,  torture,  and  murder, — and  yet  these  are  all  legalized  under  the 
name  of  war.  Human  life  and  natural  rights  are  consecrated  by  declara- 
tions and  consciences,  but  arc  desecrated  by  constitutions  and  customs. 
Too  long  have  wo  been  under  the  reign  of  terror. — let  us  now  try  that  of 
love.  W'e  appeal  to  the  common  sense  of  the  people.  Dare  to  be  what 
you  approve.  Be  loyal  unto  God,  and  humane  and  just  unto  man  :  suffer, 
rather  than  cause  suflering  :  die,  rather  than  kill. 

Let  Disarmament  and  Arbitration  extend  throughout  the  world,  and 
N'ational  and  International  Councils  be  formed  for  "the  settlement  of  all 
difficulties  without  any  final  resort  to  the  sword  power. 

The  Peace  Jlovements  of  Europe  and  elsewhere  have  our  sincere  co- 
operation, and  represenfatii-es  and  letters  therefrom  will  be  presented  to 
these  meetings.  Conti ibutions  and  communications  are  solicited  to  pro- 
inote  this  important  work.
